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DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to because the lines in figure 1 are not uniform and 
clear. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
Japanese reference (404165269) in view of Acharya et aL 

The Japanese '269 reference discloses applicant's basic inventive concept, controlling 
the frequency of operation of a pulsetube in relation to the pressure seen by the 
compressor (seen as the same as the mean pressure), with the exception of using a 
linear motor to provide the pressure fluctuations (the Japanese '269 reference uses an 
inlet valve to control pressure). Acharya et al show linear motors (as well as using 
helium) to be old in the pulsetube art, see line 1 1 of column 3 and line 66 of column 2. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's 
invention from the teaching of Acharya et al to modify the pulsetube of the '269 
Japanese reference by using a linear motor to improve frequency response of the pulse 
tube. Since the Japanese reference does not specify the reason for the mean pressure 
fluctuations, and ambient temperature is well known to influence pressure of a closed 
system and leaks in circulating fluid systems are a well known phenomena, claims 2 
and 3 are seen as obvious to an ordinary practitioner in the art. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tanaka and Shearer et al show frequency controlled cryocoolers. 
Benson shows a cooler which controls both frequency and mean pressure of the 
system.
